Petersburg, Fuly26. The Czarina and the Prin- 
cefs her youngeft Daughter, are fet out for Riga, 
defigning to make Narva and Dorpt, in their Way. 
Their Retinve confifts of about 20 Perfons. Pr. 
Menzicoff having found, upon his Artivalat-the 
Duina-Munder.Fort, that that important Fortref% 
was but flenderly provided with Powder and Ball, 
has written for a great Quantity of Ammunition of 
both Sorts. ’Tis.certain that the Englifh Admiral 
Wager, will-not leave the Neighbourhood of Re- 
vel with his Squadron, till our Fleet is a€tually laid 
up and unrigged ; and as the Czarina’s Anfwer to 
the King of Great Britain’s Letter was not fo o- 
bliging as could be wifhed, ’tis not unlikely that 
the Englifh Squadron will Winter in the Sound, 
The Ruffian Army formed near Riga, was already. 
increafed to 44,000 Men, including the ‘Troops of 
Meclemburg. The Artillery is by Prince Menzi- 
coff’s Order fhared between the two Wings. 
Their Forrage is bronght them by the Peafants of 
Livonia and Courland. We cannot devife with 
what Intent fo formidable an Army is: affembled 
there. But moft People think it will be ordered to 
the Frontiers of Poland. 

Warfaw, Fuly 31. The Royal Decree'by which the
